ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NEW BEDFORD FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
JULY 1, 1987 - JUNE 30, 1988 


To the honorable John K. Bullard, Mayor, members of the City Council and the 
Board of Library Trustees of the City of New Bedford, I respectfully submit 
the annual report of the Free Public Library for July 1, 1987 through June 30, 
19Ss. 


With a continued commitment to the expansion and development of library 
service to the community of New Bedford, the Mayor and City Council saw fit to 
provide funding for FY '88 which made possible the enhancement of that 
service. 


The New Bedford Free Public Library is a system consisting of a main library, 
four branch libraries and a bookmobile. The Wilks Branch is in the north end, 
the Buttonwood Branch is in the west end and the Howland-Green and Casa da 
Saudade Branches are located in the south end of the city. The bookmobile 
visits schools, day care centers, housing projects, and neighborhoods 
throughout the city. 


New Bedford also serves as sub-regional headquarters for the libraries of 
Acushnet, Carver, Cuttyhunk, Dartmouth, Fairhaven, Fall River, Freetown, 
Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester, Somerset, Swansea, Wareham, and Westport. As 
a sub-regional headquarters as provided for by the Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners through the Eastern Regional System, the New Bedford 
Free Public Library has the Sager eta of providing support services to 
these libraries. 


The libraries of the New Bedford sub-region have had a long history of working 
cooperatively. It was appropriate that they saw fit to realign themselves as 
a group in the formation of an automation network, S.E.A.L. (Southeastern 
Automated Libraries). 


The libraries of New Bedford, through this reciprocal support and the efforts 
of a dedicated staff, strive to provide the best possible service to the 
residents of our community. 


SERVICES AND ACTIVITIES 


This year we reached out to the very young, specifically children under one 
year. It is now widely accepted that reading to infants promotes the early 
development of good reading, listening and speaking skills. J.G. Hodgson, 
C.P.A., became the corporate sponsor of the "Books for Babies" program. The 
library obtains the names of newborns and their parents from the 
Standard-Times birth announcements. Within the first year, parents receive a 
letter explaining the importance of reading to young children and inviting 
them to come to the library to borrow materials on parenting and for reading 
aloud to their babies. They are also encouraged to obtain a library card for 
their children and to pick up a free copy of The Baby's Lap. Book by Kag 
Charao. Mayor John kK. Bullard, J.G. Hodgson and the Library Director, 
Rosemary Medeiros, co-sign each letter. 
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Our Annual Book Sale in September at the Main Branch was one of the most 
successful to date. Nearly $1300.00 was raised toward the purchase of new 
materials. A second book sale was held at the Buttonwood Community Branch in 
October to sell the remaining items. 


Various individuals and groups called upon the expertise of our Special 
Collections Department throughout the past year. Paul Cyr and his staff were 
asked to provide materials and historical information to museums, network 
television reporters, magazine and newspaper writers, and elementary, 
secondary and college level classes. In addition, the Building Department 
transferred many original architectural drawings and blueprints of library and 
other city buildings to this department. 


The Library was honored by a visit from Dra. Manuela Aguiar, Vice President of 
the Portuguese Assembly. Dra. Aguiar had once visited New Bedford and wanted 
to stop here during her most recent tour of the United States. The Portuguese 
Consul, Dr. Manuel Pracana Martins, and Mayor Bullard welcomed Dra. Aguiar to 
the City in a brief ceremony at the Main Branch. 


The Special Collections Department and the Casa Da Saudade Branch became 
members of the Portuguese Language Library Collections Group which was 
established this year. The group coordinates the purchase of Portuguese 
materials by area institutions. Other members are Southeastern Massachusetts 
University, the Fall River Public Library and the Taunton Public Library. 


The circulation of video cassettes, a relatively new addition to our 
collection, has increased substantially over the past year. The videos, which 
are loaned out to library card-holders for 2 days, have proven to be a popular 
item in our collection. 


Major expansion of library service took place this year in two departments. 
At Wilks Branch, the hours were expanded effective August 3, 1987, opening the 
library daily from 9:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m., Monday through Thursday and Friday 
and Saturday 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. It was decided that Wilks would be a 
priority for expanded hours of service, since it is the only library north of 
the center of the city. 


In addition, the staff position which made the expansion of hours possible was 
that of a Pre-Professional Librarian. The establishment of this position was 
a milestone for the library system. Proposed as the first of several such 
positions for the entire system, the requirement for becoming a 
Pre-Professional Librarian is pursuit of a Master of Library Science Degree at 
an accredited college. This classification has added a new level of 
professionalism and has served as an incentive to other staff members 
interested in a library career. The role of this Pre-Professional Librarian 
is that of an assistant to the Head at Wilks Branch. Carol Bellefeuille, a 
long-time employee of the library, filled this position.

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Further expansion of service was offered from the Special Collections 


Department. Formerly, this department closed daily at 5:00 p.m., with the 
exception of Wednesday. The addition of a Library Assistant II to that 
department made it possible for it to remain open until 9:00 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday, the hours which the main library building is regularly open. 


The placement of a "Book Drop" at the Wilks Branch Library has also been a 





success with patrons. The "in-building" book drop (a fireproof, metal 


receptacle which can hold hundreds of books) is kept open whenever the library 
is closed. The main library and the Buttonwood Community Branch are also book 
drop sites. 


The Howland-Green Branch continued to host English as a Second Language and 
G.E.D. (General Education Development) classes this past year. 


With the help of a Gateway Cities grant, the Reference Department focused on 


adult basic education and English as a Second Language by updating its 


collection of grammars and dictionaries of the languages spoken in the city. 


With the acquisition of a CD-ROM player, located in the Reference Room, the 
INFO-TRAC service was made available to patrons. This on-line magazine index 


allows patrons to do a computerized search for references to periodical | 


articles and to print out that information. 


The sound recording booth, which was located on the third floor of the main 
library, was relocated to the Buttonwood Community Branch. Moving it to 


Buttonwood makes it more accessible for use by volunteers interested in making 


recordings for the blind. 


The Friends of the New Bedford Free Public Library initiated the replacement 
of public use photocopiers. After some investigation the Friends determined 
that a change from Smith Office Equipment to Systemized Coin System was in the 


best interest of the library. These new machines have an improved quality 


photocopy, lower per copy cost and offer better service to the patron. 


SUBREGIONAL SERVICES 


There was an 18% increase in Interlibrary Loan services. Of all the items 





requested by the 14 other libraries in the 15-member subregion, 54% were | 


filled with items from the New Bedford collections. 


Due to the increased demand for materials from this department, our delivery 
van route was expanded to include alternate day delivery to all the libraries 


in the subregion and on-call stops at Southeastern Massachusetts University 
and Bristol Community College. 


With the installation of "OCLC", we now have access to a national database > 


which enables the department to borrow items not available through local 
sources or the Boston Public Library.

The Interlibrary Loan department was also heavily involved in the preparation 
for automation. Department head William Schneller was a member of the 
|S.E.A.L. Standing Committees on Circulation and Bibliographic Control. 





The 12 area members of the S.E.A.L. network made significant progress toward 
|providing patrons with the advantages of on-line services. By October 1987, 
jrequests for proposals for S.E.A.L.'s automation system were distributed to 
vendors throughout the country. Im April 1988, S.E.A.L. signed a contract for 
‘a library automation system with DYNIX, Inc. of Provo, Utah. This system was 
selected for stability of the company and for its product. 


)In February 1988, work on conversion from the traditional "card catalog" of 
jour library system's holdings to "machine readable" records began. Computer 
terminals, which communicate directly via telephone, were used to key holdings 
jinto a massive library database, UTLAS, in Toronto, Canada. Our ongoing 
challenge is "restrospective conversion," or the process of keying all early 
| (pre-1978) card catalog entries into the database. In addition to preparing 
\for an automated catalog, representatives of S.E.A.L. member libraries met 
jregularly throughout the year to plan for on-line circulation of materials. 
'This aspect of the automation system will greatly enhance patron services. 


‘GRANTS AND GIFTS 
FY'88 was a year in which we successfully applied for several grants. The 
\Buttonwood Community Branch (Sharon Pinho, Head) received an Andrew W. Mellon 
‘Foundation grant for "The Library of America Series," a 60-volume collection 
|of literature by American authors. The Friends of the Library supported the 
,effort with funds for the set, as well as a special bookcase designed to fit 
the collection. 


|Buttonwood also received a grant from the Massachusetts Foundation for 
Humanities and Public Policy to host an adult reading and discussion program 
entitled "Sons & Daughters : Brothers & Sisters". An average of 18 
participants took advantage of the 5-part series of scholars' lectures and 
_group discussions. 


The Casa da Saudade (John Aguiar, Head) received a grant for the postion of a 
‘Bilingual Library Outreach Specialist, funded by the City of New Bedford 
Gateways Cities Program. The function of this position was program planning 
,and promotion of library services to people whose primary language is not 
English. Maria J. Carvalho served in this "Gateway" funded posiiton. Part of 
this grant also made possible the purchase of an Apple II computer and printer 
to be used by children at the Casa.

Casa da Saudade also received an LSCA Title I grant, funded through the 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commisssioners, for a coordinator to assist 
\children of Portuguese immigrant families in the assimilative process. 
/"Project Discovery" was coordinated by Paul Pinto, a senior at S.M.U. 
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The Special Collections Department (Paul Cyr, Curator) received a grant from 
the Arts Lottery Council to help restore several valuable library paintings. 
Another grant from the Northeast Document Conservation Center will provide for 
consultation on the care and maintenance of Special Collections. | 
The New Bedford Free Public Library received a painting entitled "Home Port" 
by Harry Neyland in 1917. The painting depicts a view of Centre Street 
looking from the Whaling Museum towards the harbor. The painting was donated > 

by Jean Frauwirth in memory of her husband, Sydney Frauwirth and will become | 

part of the library's Special Collections Department. | 


Several years ago, former Library Trustee Mary Brewer donated a hawthorn tree 
to replace a dying beech tree located on the southeast corner of the main | 
library lawn. This hawthorn was moved to Hazelwood Park in June 1987, to make 
way for the Temple Memorial. The members of the Board of Trustees decided to 
plant a tree in memory of Mrs. Brewer at the southwest corner of the building 
recognizing her fondness for trees. The Board and staff members honored Mrs. 
Brewer, with a memorial ceremony on the occasion of the planting of a white 
dogwood on July 1l, 1987. 


PROPERTIES 


This year we saw the dedication of the Lewis Temple Memorial on July 5, ata 
moving ceremony attended by many city dignitaries and members of the family 
and friends of the sculptor, James Toatley. The memorial honors Lewis Temple, 
inventor of the toggle harpoon. The Veterans Memorial Bell was relocated from 
the southeast corner to the center of the main library lawn. MThis move 
resulted in a balanced setting for the Lewis Temple Memorial, the Veterans 
Memorial Bell and the Whaleman Statue. 


The New Bedford Preservation Society initiated and funded the restoration of 
the Whaleman Statue on the northeast corner of the main library. The actual 
restoration work was done by Mr. Walter Galin of Little Compton, Rhode Island. 
It involved replacement of the harpoon with one identical to the original but 
made of bronze, with a stainless steel cavity for strength, rather than iron. 
Once the harpoon was in place, the statue was cleaned. A solution of one pint 
of lemon oil and one jar of vaseline is to be applied twice yearly, once in 
the spring and once in the fall, to preserve the bronze finish in its natural 
state. The original harpoon tip is kept in Mayor Bullard's office. 


The Buttonwood Community Branch roof/air conditioning project was advertised 
early in the fiscal year. The roof at the branch was in dire need of 
replacement due to deterioration. The roof had been leaking and was at the 
point where the potential danger of water in the wiring and leaks throughout 
the building had become serious. Paul Landreville, City Building Department 
Superintendant, and Peter Rioux, a management consultant with the Building 
Department, assisted with the project. Universal Roofing & Sheet Metal Co., 
Inc., bid on and were secured to do the job. The air conditioning, which had 
been inoperable for several years, was also repaired at this time by Anderson 
& Olsen. 
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A committee was established by Mr. Anthony Catojo, Vice-Chair of the Board of 
Trustees, to study the feasibility of acquiring the Vault Building, on the 
southeast corner of William & Purchase Street, as a library annex. It was the 
Opinion of Mayor Bullard that this was not the right time for the city to 


| acquire this building, considering the current burden which the city is 


carrying with so many existing facilities in need of extensive repair. To 
attempt to secure another such structure would not be sound. The idea of the 
annex, however, was considered a viable one. 


Preservation Partnerships conducted a survey on the library buildings. 
Several photographs taken of the library buildings illustrated areas in need 
of repair. The survey provided a basic, though very effective overview of the 
serious need for building repairs of an emergency nature. 


PERSONNEL 


Resignations, retirement and changes in the library organization resulted in 
Many personnel changes throughout the system. Diana Wunschel, Library 
Assistant to the Director, resigned in September to relocate to New Hampshire. 
Olivia Melo substituted in this position while a replacement was sought. Jean 


| Bestel and Juanita Baptista resigned their Library Assistant I positions. Ms. 


Bestel relocated to Florida and Ms. Baptista resigned after 17% years to 


| remain at home with her family. Library Aide Donna Marie Costa also resigned 
| from the New Bedford system to return to her hometown of Fall River. Long- 


term city employees Irva Torres and Wendell Nooth retired. Ms. Torres served 


the library for 26 years, most recently as Wilks Branch Head. Mr. Nooth 
| worked as a library building custodian for the last 5 of his 37 years with the 
| city. 


| The Technical Services Department welcomed a new head, Vicki Lukas, whose 


experience greatly assisted the library in preparation for the upcoming 


| automation. Dolores Serode, Librarian I, returned to the Reference Department 
| while Martine Hargreaves filled the Howland-Green Branch Head position left 
| vacant by Ms. Serode. 


| Thelma Paine, former Reference Department Head, passed away this year. Ms. 
[Weine served as a Reference substitute after 38 years of full-time library 
_ service. On a happier note, Bryna Patrick, Patricia Lapan, Circulation 
| Department aides and Rebecca Broadbent, Bookmobile Driver, took leave during 
| the year for the birth of their babies. 


Also in the area of library personnel were several noteworthy events. The 


_ City Council approved the funding of a second Library Assistant II position in 
_the Special Collections Department. This enabled the department to open 


during all main branch hours. The patrons who visit this department from all 
Over the nation - and occasionally from around the world - appreciate this 
service. 
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Once we welcomed Joan Nelson as Programming/Public Relations Coordinator, Mary 
Anne McGuire filled the new position in Special Collections. Among her many 
other duties, Ms. Nelson introduced the "Communicat," our bimonthly staff 
newsletter which keeps library staff abreast of happenings system-wide, as a 
service of her department. 


Dineia Sylvia, Casa da Saudade Library Assistant and 17-year employee of the 
library, was honored by the City of New Bedford as "Outstanding Public Service 
Employee" at the YWCA Annual Tribute to Women in Business. 


We are also fortunate that three more staff members enrolled in the Master of 
Library Science program at Simmons College this year. Maria J. Carvalho, 
Theresa Coish and Olivia Melo have joined Carol Bellefeuille and Ernestina 
Furtado in the pursuit of professional degrees. In addition, Joan Barney, 
Donna Cordeiro, Donna Marie Costa, Elizabeth Figeuiredo, Eileen Michaud, 
Andrea Monteiro, and Pauline Sylvia took courses toward fulfilling 
undergraduate degree requirements. 


Susan Anderson, Children's Services Coordinator, served the library on the 
Unit A & B reclassification project conducted by the City, the Hay Management 
Company and AFSCME. This study of union positions and pay scales will be 
followed by a similar review of Unit C salaries and positions.

Throughout the year, the library sponsored many free programs which were 
conducted by staff members, private citizens, community groups and our Friends 
of the Library organization. Library programs are a source of recreation and 
serve to educate and attract non-library users. Some of last year's offerings 
are highlighted. 


FAMILY PROGRAMS 


Our Summer Concert Series on the steps of the main library was a big success 
for the second consecutive year and will, it is hoped, become an annual 
tradition. Also for the second time, staff members and their families and 
friends were among the many volunteers who made First Night in New Bedford 
possible. The downtown library was the site of the Henry James Puppet Show 
and storytelling by Kevin Lee. 


The "Cathedral Quilting" craft program at the Buttonwood Community Branch in 
January and February brought teens and adults together for fun and to learn a 
new skill. Also at Buttonwood, the Friends sponsored a well attended 
performance by Bill Meikle in his award-winning role as Ben Franklin in 
"Franklin Alive." 


To celebrate National Library Month in April, staff members, patrons and 
"Friends" staged "Books Come to Life" at the main library. Talented 
participants demonstrated various arts and crafts, including jewelry making 
and bookbinding, as they were described in books on display.

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| ADULT PROGRAMS 


The weekly film programs at the Howland-Green branch and main library remained 
as popular as ever this year. Among this year's distinguished guest lecturers 
was Ann duCille, black author and scholar. Ms. duCille presented "Taproots", 
a poetry reading, at the main library in May. 


TEEN PROGRAMS 
In May the library system hosted nine tours for junior high school students as 


an introduction to adult library services. Project Teen Scene, which began in 
FY'87, sponsored a rollerskating party, as well as dances and a beauty 


| makeover at various branches. 
CHILDREN'S PROGRAMS 


|The highlight of the year was without a doubt the "Terrific 200 Club" summer 


reading program, funded in part by the Friends of the Library. Several staff 
members, under the direction of Susan Anderson, Children's Services 


Coordinator, worked together for one of our library's major goals, to get 
| children and books together. 


The theme of this year's program tied it to New Bedford's Bicentennial. 
_ Throughout the six weeks, children placed a candle on a paper cake for each 


book read. Once 200 books were read at each branch, the children were treated 
to a real cake. In all, 447 children read 8,733 books and ate 35 cakes! 


Meeteeween Leatured a different craft program, such as "Flight of Fancy” 
(making paper airplanes). In addition to seeing our youngsters read, the most 
exciting part of the program was the Children's Bicentennial Parade held 
downtown on August 8th. A fire engine, clowns, cartoon characters and various 
brigades, (such as the Hat Brigade and the Teddy Bear Brigade), made up of 
program participants and their families, friends and staff members paraded 
down William Street, across Second Street, up Union Street and back to the 
downtown library. This unique event honored New Bedford and celebrated the 
children's accomplishments. 


Children's library staff continued the tradition of visiting schools and 


hosting class visits to the various branches. There were the numerous craft 


programs and storytimes throughout the system, including those held to 
celebrate National Children's Book Week in November. This year's theme was 
"Books are Bear-y Special". The "Small Fry Cinema", a weekly children's film 
program, was expanded this year to serve Wilks patrons as well as children at 
Howland-Green. At Christmas we once again hosted an appearance at the Main 
Branch by "Signing Santa" Brenda Cardoza. Santa heard deaf children's 
Christmas wishes in American Sign Language. During National Library Week in 
April, "Children's Days" were held throughout the system. Community groups 
made presentations on issues concerning children while the libraries took 
advantage of the opportunity to promote library cards as "The Best Gift You 
Can Give Your Child". 
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Once again on behalf of the library staff, I would like to thank the city 
administration, Mayor John K. Bullard, the members of the City Council, for 
their support and endorsement of library service to New Bedford. I also thank 
the Board of Library Trustees for their personal commitment to that service, 
and to all of the library staff with whose effort all of this is done. 


I would like to thank Mary Anne McGuire and Olivia Melo, Pre-Professional 


Librarians, who have in large part, prepared this annual report.
